south throbs for all the nation. To 
the making of that typical Ameri- 
can of the new era went equaily the 
warmer strains of the old south and 
the sturdy stock that gave the na- 
tion its Empire state. 

TRIBUTE TO GRADY 
PAID BY HARDING. 

“So it is good, in greeting you 
ren and women of Georgia, to recall 
the career of that outstanding Amer- 
ican who in his life, as in his lin- 
eage, taught us how much we are 
»rospered and exalted because of 
being united. And, coming thus 
among you, it is peculiarly a satis- 
faction to speak from the shadow 
of the shaft which you have reared 
to the memory of one who taught 
a reunited nation its duties, its ob- 
ligations, its possibilities. For I 
recall the thrill with which I read, 
a2s a young man, the address of 
Henry W. Grady to the New England 
club: that most famous oration, I 
think, of 1ts generation; that inspir- 


. ing eall to a nation to awaken to it- 
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self, to understand that its yester- 
day was dead, its tomorrow preg- 
nant with magnificent opportunity. 

“If ever one man was ordained 
to speak with the tongue of convic- 
tion and the voice of a great people, 
that man was Grady. Gifted with 
the poet’s imagery, the seer’s wis- 
dom, the plain man’s humor, and the 
statesman’s vision, he pretended to 
be neither poet, seer, nor statesman; 
he sought no public place, but pre- 
ferred the private post close to his 
people. But somehow it was his to 
understand and interpret the long- 
ing of the nation for a true and 
perfect reunion. He appraised the 
difficulty of fashioning a new tem- 
ple of concord and hope out of dis- 
appointment and sorrow incident to 
conflict, but he saw beneath the sur- 
face the hungering to develop a 
common inheritance, he caught the 
aspirations for a common glory, he 
tcuched the chords of sympathy 
which echoed the note of common 
rejoicing. 

“With heart aglow and tongue in- 
spired, he felt his duty to preach the 
gospel of new understanding, and 
having uttered his new gospel at 
home, he came north, the evance! 
of a new day, and made his New 
England speech. Since that night 
he has belonged not to you of Geor- 
gia but to the nation, to the truly 
reuited nation. of which, in his day. 
he was the foremost apostle and 
spokesman. The south never had 
a more loyal or jealous son; but he 
saw, with an eye for wider scopes, 
that this people was not to be di- 
vided. And he preached that gospel 
north and south: the gospel of 
unity and common destiny; and 
when he died untimely. at 38 years 
of age. the nation which so soon 
had learned to love him, bowed its 
head in a universal sorrow. Read- 
ing his passionate pleadings for a 
nation-wide understanding, TIT can 
not but feel that he would have been 
content to go as he did if he could 
have known how close that tie o?

south entered in the career of na- 
tional srevice. In that year Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, following his im- 
petuous appeals for better litica] 
morals at the Baitimore oivil serv- 
ice conference, was appointed by 
President Hardson to the civil serv- 
ice commission, and his national ca- 
reer began. A son of the east and 
the south, but already adopted by 
the west, he had become a devout 
admirer of that son of the south 
whom all the nation had taken to 
its heart. Think of them—you Geor- 
gians, you men and women of the 
whole south—think of their serv- 
ices and careers—and tell me, for 
such sons as these would you wish 
to provide a lesser stage than that 
of the united country on which they 
played their parts? I Know you 
would not, -and never will. © For 
geniuses such as these you furnish, 
you must at least let us afford a 
fitting scene and setting. No ‘pent- 
up Utica’ for such as they! 

“The other day’ there came into 
my hands a volume of letters of a 
group of eminent Georgians of the 
civil war. and reconstruction period. 
In the main, they represented the 
correspondence of Alexander H. 
Stephens, Howell’ Cobb, Robert 
Toombs, and Governor Joe Brown. 
Only recently published, they proved 
fascinating reading as I turned the 
pages and felt myself admitted to 
the very inner thoughts which these 
leaders of the Confederacy were 
thinking in the years immediately 
following the war. Especially was 
I interested in the extensive cor- 
respondence between these southern 
leaders and prominent men of the 
north. which was carried on at that 
peroid. It was nothing less than 
asgonishing to note how little of 
bitterness, of resentment, of hatred, 
and recalcitranace was manifested 
on either side. With almost no ex- 


ception, they breathed the fine spirit |! 


of chivalry; of readiness to accept 
in whole heart and good nature the 
arbitrament of the war. They held 
a flavor of something more than 
resignation, as if already the writ- 
ers were realiizng how fortunate it 
was that union should have been 
preserved. They were all back in 
the harness, working for the res- 
toration of their state, their peo- | 
pie, their preserved country. They 
wrote thoughtful, earnest counsels 
as to the wiser policies in state and 
nation, seeking always to make 
their friends in the north under- 
stand how complete and 
was the south’s acceptance of its 
place in the restored union, how de- 
termined it was to contribute its ut- 
most to a perfect national accord. 
At times they sounded the note of 
Gisappointment that the north 
seemed slow to accept their pro- 
testations as in complete good faith, 
and be assured that they could be 
dealt with in complete confidence. 
But they were seldom impatient; 
they held their heads high, had no 
apologies to make for the past, but 
were looking clear-eyed to the fu-

Con- 
gressman W. D. Upshaw descended 
from the platform on his crutches 
to plead for dignified attention to 
the proceedings, but it was not until 
were thronged all day long. They 
were jammed at the hour of his 
scheduled arrival from his trip of 
inspection to Camp Benning. Thev 
overflowed as he rode in parade 
to the Grady monument for his only 
Set speech of the day. And while 
he spoke every inch of ground 
within anything like hearing dis- 
tance, was humanly occupied, while 
the windows of every building in 
the neighborhood were filled with 
Atlantans eager to catch a word or 
glimpse of the distinguished visitor. 

Was Hard to Hear. 

So great was the press of people 
the president arose and urged quiet 
that it was anything like .restored. 

And after the exercises at the 
monument there was a tremendous 
crusn of humanity toward the stand. 
Everyone of the thousands banked 
about the streets struggled toward 
the president to shake his hand or 
yell their fealty. 

In the meantime, the president 
was in a hurry to make his train, 
and was having all sorts of diffi- 
culty in leaving the stand. City 
policemen, county policemen, secret 
service men, members of the Geor- 
Bia national guard and Boy Scouts 
were all forced to unite their 
strength to make way for the na- 
tion’s chief magistrate. 

Makes Profound Impression. 

This wealth of welcome typical 
of that given the president on his 
tour through the south made a pro- 
found impression on the Harding 
heart. When he spoke at Druid 
Hills Golf club he voiced this ap- 


preciation, “Let me express my ap- 
ones of the typical southern 

Ospitality that has been lavished 
on us since we entered your sec- 
tion,” said the president. “Every- 
Where there have been. smiling 
faces, clapping hands and cordial 
greetings. It has been sweeter than 
I can tell you.” 

It was while he rode _ slowly 
through the masses of people that 
lined the streets though that the 
president’s pleasure was most plain- 
ly manifested. He is a rather grave 
lookimg man, when his face is in 
repose and the demands of the 
trip have told on him physically. He 
looked pale and a bit drawn as he 
descended from his car at the Ter- 
minal station. But as he drove 
through the people and cheer mount- 
ed on cheer and shout was multi- 
plied by shout, the breadth of his 
smile grew, his face became a rud- 
dy red. He was a@ schoolboy re- 


ceiving plaudits and praises and he \ 


was blushing withal and enjoying 
the blushes. 

Mrs. Harding, seated in the car 
with her déstinguished husband and 
Forrest Adair, was carried away by 
the enthusiasm of the throng. Her 
face was radiant with excitement 
and pleasure. She waved to win- 
dows, she bowed to individuals. It 
was easy to see that the land’s first 


lady was thrilled by the homage 
and loyalty paid the man by her 
side. 

Chill Mist Falling. 

Had f not been for the weather 
the day would have passed off per- 
fectly. As it was a chill mist be- 
gan falling just an hour before the 
president was scheduled to arrive, 
and the day remained cloudy, over- 
east and chilly, until the hour of the 
parade when the sun peeped out 
graciously and contributed its splen- 
dor briefly to the briliiance of the 


sight. 

There was but the slightest ref- 
erence to the presicent’s speech in 
Birmingham Wednesday in which he 
declared that there could never be 
social equality between the races, 
but there must e political and 
business impartiality pefore the na- 
tion could achieve real democtfacy. 
This reference was made by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Falls during his 
talk at the luncheaon at Druid Hills. 
‘If you read the speech,” said the 
secretary, “you will find that it is 
more to your interests and should 
be closer to your hearts than you 
can well estimate right at this 
time.” 

The president himself did 
touch on the race question. 


Arrives Ahead of Time. . 


The president and his party were 
not scheduled to reach Atlanta un- 
til 1:30 o’clock, but it was a few 
seconds past 1:20 p. when his 
train pulled into the Terminal] sta- 
tion. The train was not decorated 
and could not have been recognized 
as a presidential vehicle had it not 
been for the presence of a gentle- 
man in a top hat and formal aft- 
ernoon coat on the observation plat- 
form, and Joe Billups, the gen- 
eral passenger agent of the A. & 
W. P. road, who had brought the 
party through safely, smiling his 
gratification from the steps of one 
of the forward cars. 

All the reception committee was 
on hand, however. It was note- 
worthy that in reeciving the presi- 
dent political animosities were for- 
gotten. Former Senator Hoke Smith 
was down at the station early, tow- 
ering over al] the rest of the com- 
mitteemen.

Set By the Fair 


Declaring that new standards of 
excellence were set at the South- 
eastern fair this year and that’ the 
agricultural and Hve stec« exnibits 
were the most diversified and best 
ever shown here, 


President H. G.'! 


Hastings, of the Southeastern fair | 
association, Thursday issued his an- | 
nual report covering various fea- 


tures of the exposition. 


While no attendance records were. 


broken this year the fair trom many 


other stanapoints was the most suc- | 


cessful ever held according to Mr. 
Hastings. He gives a review of the 
wor’ accomplished and stated that 
the fair this year paid out as much 
money in premiums for educational 
exhibits and expenses of staging 
them as the legislature annropriat- 
ed at its recent session for the 
yearly maintenance of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. 

Report of Hastings. 
Following is his report in part: 
“Before going into a resume of 

the outstanding features of the 1921 
fair we want to bring to public 
attention a fact that is really aston- 
ishing. The Southeastern fair has 
been charged by the unthinking and 
uninformed with being largely. an 
amusement and entertainment en- 
terprise and we have these features 
in abundance as is necessary in the 
conduct of such an institution. 

“We doubt whether there are a 
dozen people in the state of Georgia 
who realize that both in 1920 and 
avain in 1921 the Southeastern fair 
spent in premiums for educational 
exhibits and instructions together 
with the necesSary expenses inciden- 
tal to staging them, anproximatelyv 
the same amount of money that the 
last session of the Georria legisla- 
ture appropriated for the annual 
maintenance and operation of the 
liniversitvy of Georgia, and that the 
Southeastern fair is co-operating 
to fullest degree with every arency 
promoting agricultural education. 

“Our attendance as a whole was 
disapnointing. the deficienecv hetne 
largely in what we term ‘city at- 
tendance.’ The attendance of farm 
folks wes s»rvrisinglyvy larve nnder 
all the circumstances and the intent 
manner in which these farm visi- 
tors studied the live stock, diver- 
sified agricultural exhibits and la- 
bor saving farm machinery was an 
inspiration to those of us who be- 
lieve so thoroughly Mm the South- 
eastern fair as an essentially edu- 
cational institution, 

Outstnnding Features. 

The diversified agricultural exhib- 
its, the live stock and the poultry 
were beyond question the outstand- 
ing features of the 1921 exhibition. 
The volume and quality of the ex- 
hibits in these departments was so 
marked as to add largely to the 
already great prestige enjoyed by 
the Southeastern fair and firmly es- 
tablished it in the minds of exhibi- 
tors in all parts of the country as 
vie OL the 1ew really great annual 
fairs and expositions or the United 
states and Canada. 

“This absolute fall down on the 
part of ‘city attendance’ this year 
and the slacking up of city attend- 
ance in 192U as compared with pie- 
vious years leads to a serious ques- 
tion. Do the generality of the pev- 
ple of Atlanta want a clean tair? 
Judging by their attendance records 
they do not. Just as SOOn ag the 
faire management abolished’ the 
‘games of chance’ the city attend- 
ance began to drop off sharply. This 
is something that must be consider- 
ed and we expect to bring it to pub- 
lic attention soon. It is a question 
that will have to be met fairly and 
squarely and answered unequivocal- 
ly. Otherwise there can be no fur- 
ther Southeastern fairs of the mag- 
nitude of the présent One. 

“Those of us responsible for the 
general policy of the Southeastern 
fair have always beiieved that the 
agricultural salvation of the soutn- 
east lay in a diversified system of 
agriculture in which animal farming 
must play a large part. This is 
fundamental. Hence the emphasis 
we have put on the live’ stock 
phases of the Southeastern fair. 
Two years aro we secured the ac- 
tive co-operation of the Southern 
Swine Growers’ association and the 
Southern Cattlemen’s association in 
staring a national hog and cattle 
show as a feature of the Southeast- 
ern fair each year. This national 
hog and cattle show now constitutes 
our live stock department, 

Greatest Single Feature. 

“The greatest single feature was 
the swine show under the superin- 
tendence of J. OScar Mills... It was 
the largest swine show staged in 
the United States this year and the 
secOnd largest ever shown in any 
year. We have come a long way 
in hog production in six years. In 
the 1916 fair, with a relatively 
small number of animais shown not 
over 10 per cent were Georgia bred 
and grown hogs. in the 1921 ex- 
hibit, the largest in size and esual 
over 50 
grown.” 

Tribute is paid in the statement 
to the splendid work done by J. 
Oscar Mills, who handled the swine 
show: W. J. Stoddard, superintend- 
ent of the cattle department; W. H. 
White, Jr., of the White Pro- 
vision company; John S. McCreight, 
head of the poultry depart- 
ment; Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin;

FORMER OFFICIALS 
UF BANA INDICTED 


Dublin, Ga., Octoper 27.—(Special.) 
Indictments charging embezzlement 
on two counts against L. M. Lewis, 
former cashier of the Bank of Dub- 
lin, and an indictment charging T. 
J. Dixon, former president of the 
bank, with having knowledge of the 
receipt of deposits after the bank 
became insolvent, were returned by 
the Laurens county grand jury late 
this afternoon. Lewis is reported 
missing and efforts to locate him 
tonight met with failure. 

Both men are prominent and the 
action of the grand jury created a 
sensation. 

The Bank of Dublin was organized 
nearly four vears ago with a capital 
stock of $25,000. J. S. Almand was 


named as president and B. M. Lewis 
was elected cashier. Some months 
after the institution opened Mr. Al- 
mand resigned the presidency and 
T. J. Dixon, prominent farmer of 
this county, was named to succeed 
him. The bank was thought to be 
in splendid condition and was do- 
ing, so far as the public knew, an 
excellent business until October, 
1920. 


Rumors of Insolvency. 

Rumors of the insoivency of the 
bank became current about this time 
and the institution closed its doors. 
A state examiner was called to audit 
the books, and his investigation is 
said to have disclosed a shortage of 
$21,000, which was made good by 
friends of the bank officials. but did 
not at all satisfy the depositors 
whose money was tied up and in- 
volved in the bank’s failure. 

A local law firm was asked to 
take charge of the reorganization 
of the bank and it secured rénewals 
from other banks and finally an- 
nounced that all details were in 
shape for reorganization, except that 
a small amount of. money would 
have to be supplied by stockhold- 
ers. This was not forthcoming, ane 
the bank was forced to go through 
the process of liquidation. 

Dixon is a wealthy and influential 
farmer of the county. Lewis has 
been in the banking circles of Dub- 
lin for Many years, and was regard- 
ed as an efficient and trustworthy 
hank official. He remained in Dub- 
lin for several weeks following the 
bank’s failure, but recent efforts 
to locate him have been without 
success, his present whereabouts be- 
ing unknown in Dublin.

Augusta, Ga., October 27.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Five years after the Mer- 
chants bank opened here, in 19901, 
E. R. Roseborough, vice president, 
began his embezzlements, continu- 


ling them until a total of $167,000 


had been reached, when he killed 
jhimself early Thursday morning. 
iNo other official of the bank knew 
‘of the shortage even at the time 
it was decided to place its affairs 
in the hands of the state banking 
uepartment, so shrewd had . been 
stoseborough. 

The vice president disclosed these 
facts in the notes he left when he 
shot himself through the head. One 
of the communications requested his 
wife to use only what was abso- 
‘lutely necessary of the $90,000 he 
insurance and to place the 


part of his defalcations. 
Denied Newspapers. 

One ot Koseborough’s notes was 
to his brother-in-law, Inman Curry; 
one to W. H. Sherman, an employee 
of the bank: one to L. L. Motes. a 
business friend, and two to his 
wife with inclosures to his 18-year- 
Old son. The notes were exhibited 
to the coroner and to the officers 
of the bank, but were denied to 


‘newspapers. It was in the note to 
‘Sherman that Roseborough said he 
| was short, he adding that his spec- 
|ulations have been in progress over 
‘a period of fifteen years. Rosebor- 
ough was 45 years of age. The Mer- 
‘chants’ bank has been in business 
about twenty years.

An ice cream business, which failed 
some time ago, Was arso backed by 
him. 

Did Not Know of Theft. 

When the directors of the Mer- 
chants bank made the statement 
Wednesday night that its affairs 
were such as not to put it in posi- 


tion to stand a “run,” which they 
anticipated, they attributed their 
embarrassment wholly to inability 
to quickly realize on assets, and! 
they knew nothing of the $167,000 
theft by Roseborough. 

The bank and its Plaza branch 
were put in charge of Deputy State 
Superintendent Cagle. The bank 
will open tomorrow for tNe curiec- 
tion of due paper. A full and tnor- 
ough statement is promised imme- 
diately that the investigations now 
in progréss are completed. Banx | 
officers assert that depositors will 
be paid dollar for dollar.

MORE ELECTRIC PO WER. 

Hydro-electric power interests 
in the states of Georgia, Alabama, 
North and South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee have joined in requesting 
the war department to put the fed- 
eral-owned steam plant at Shef- 
field, Ala., into operation at once 
to provide additioual electrie cur- 
rent for power as a safeguard 
against the threatened deficiency 
resulting from the present drouth 
throughout the southeast. 

The situation is similar to that 
which seriously crippled indus- 
try in this section in the fall of 
1918, when a protracted rainless 
season caused such a diminution of 
hydro-electric power production 
that extreme measures had to. be: 
adopted to guard the supply. 

In north Georgia it was neces- 
sary for all power consumers to 
curtail their consumption. Many 
of them, at great expense, were 
forced to rehabilitate the steam 
plants which they had previously 
abandoned, and others were driven 
to the extremity of installing en- 
tirely new steam power equipment 
in order to keep their factories. 
running. 

All of this was done at tremen- 
dous aggregate cost; but it was 
unavoidable because of the inade- 
quacy of water storage capacity. 

The completion of the great Bur- 
ton dam in the Tallulah Falls sec- 
tion provided an impounding reser- 
voir of much greater capacity than 
that at Tallulah Falls, near by; and 
up to the present time those two 
heads of water, with other plants, 
have been adequate to meet the 
demand. 

But the rate of power consump- 
tion has been constantly increas- 
ing, not only in this immediate ter- 
ritory, but throughout the south- j. 
east: and over the whole of this 
watershed the present drouth has 
been general and so long drawn 
out that every power plant in the 
territory affected is taxed to the 
limit of its diminishing capacity, 
and a continuance of the “dry 
speli” threatens serious conse- 
quences. Hence, the appeal to the 
government for means of relief in 
the event of an emergency. 

Fortunately, the various power 
companies in the five south¢agtern 
states involved have co-operated 
in such a way that one system can } 
be connected with the feed wires 
of any other, the effect being the 
same as though the entire inter- 
locking and interchangeable system 
were fed by a single great source 
of electric supply. 

But the capacity of the com- 
bined power is now inadequate to 
supply the demand. 

Connection can be made between 
this great aggregate system and 
the féderal steam plant at Shef- 
field, which, if put into operation, 
is capable of pouring into it 180.- 
000 additional horsepower of elec- 
tric energy for use wherever it 
may be needed from Birmingham, 

_Ala., to Raleigh, N. C., and from 
Chattanooga, Tenn., to Columbus, 
Georgia. 

This should be, and probably 
will be, done—but the fact that 
such an expedient is necessary, 
emphasizes the necessity of haste 
in harnessing additional power re- 
sources that are now unutilized. 

‘Conspicuous among such poten- 
tial power sources is the Tugaloo 
project, now in course of develop- 
ment near Tailulah. This, when 
completed, will provide an even 
greater head of impounded water 
than is furnished by either of its 
eompanion reservoirs. 

The Burton reservoir has met 
the additional requirements that 

have arisen since 1918. But now, 
owing to the increase in demand 
since then, the existing facilities 
are barely enough to meet normal 
requirements and wholly inade- 


here and elsewhere throughout the 
Blue Ridge watershed wil] be im- 
perative to keep pace with the con- 
stantly expanding demand. 

But the immediate necessity is 
to push the Tugaloo development 
to the utmost, thus to forestall a 
possible repetition in the near fu- 
ture, of the 1918 and 1921 periods

Joe Hill Hall Gives 
Warning on Danger 
Unrestricted Tax Power 


Editor Constitution: Governor 
Hardwick is @éngeged in an active 
campaign, in thé various counties of 
the state In advocacy of a proposed 
amendment to the constitution of 
the state which seeks to change the 
method of levying taxes for the 
support of the state government. 
This proposed change now pending, 
and which the governor is_ so 
strongly advocating, is perhaps the 
most dangerous legislation of this 
character that has been proposed in 
this state for more than fifty years. 
It. is absolutely revolutionary. § It 
is generally referred to, and people 
come to its support upon the 
ground that it is a bill to levy an 
income tax. It fg a great deal more 
than this. It proposes to strike 
from the constitution all limita- 
tion on the power of the legisla- 
ture to tax, and If it should be 
adopted, it would Teave the legisla- 
ture free to levy taxes without any 
limitation whatever. It would re- 
sult in an unjust, unfair, iniquitous 
and oppressive system of taxation. 
It would appeal to the very worst 
character of class legislation on the 
part of the legislature. It would, if 
this amendment were adopted, put 
it in the power of the legislature 
to select certain classes of property 
for taxation and exempt other prop- 
erty from paying any part of the 
of the govefnment. It 


legislature, if it saw fit, to levy a 
tax that would be confiscatory in 
character. 

This proposed amendment revolu- 
tionizes our taxing system which 
has been in existence for more than 
fifty years. The experience of the 
past showed that it was necessary 
that in the constitution, the sover- 
eign will of the people, the power 
of the legislature in regard to levy- 
ing taxes should be strictly lim- 
ited. The experience in past legis- 
lation demonstrated that it was a 
necessary limitation. It is pro- 
posed now to remove it. The bil) 
not only leaves the legislature prac- 
tically free to tax ag it pleases, but 
it goes further and provides a spe- 
cific tax upon certain classes of 
property. 

If the amendment which the gov- 
ernor advocates so ecrnestly and 80 
ably should become a part of the 
constitution of this state, in a very 


short time it would prove to be dis- | 


astrous to almost every interest in 
the state. I have been surprised 
that no opposition has been express- 
ed on the part of the public or the 
press to this’ proposed legislation. 

I have-no special interest in the 
Matter except as a citizen. By rea- 
son-of my connection with the leg- 
islation of this state, and knowing 
the reckless manner in which 
money is appropriated by the leg- 
islature, I know that if all limi- 
tation is taken off of the legisia- 
ture in referenee.to the power to 
tax, taxes will heeeme so burden- 
some that it will be Impossible for 
the preduective industry of this state 
te hear ft.

MOTHER’S 


PROSPECTIVE 
TEETH, 

The young expectant mother de- 
serves a great deal of sympathy, be- 
cause it is only natural for her to 


seek information from more expe- 
rienced mothers who know so many 
things that are not so. It is human 
nature to assume wisdom which you 
have not. Don't I know? So if we 
add what these older hands at the 
game assume with what they know 
that is not so, the poor unsophisti- 
cated amateur is pretty sure to get 
an earful of misinformation. 


One. of the wickedest of the many 
wicked superstitions bandied about 


from mothers of experience to ex- 
pectant mothers is that there is 
some risk, some evil influence at- 
tached to dental work in the period 
of expectancy. 

In some instances there seems to 
be a marked disturbance in the nu- 
trition of the teeth in pregnancy, 
and this faulty nutrition favors rap- 
id decay or caries. Hence it is &ll 
the more important for the well be- 
ing and comfort of the expectant 
mother that the teeth should be 
promptly repaired by the dentist, 
and that means any and all.dental 
repairs which may be egsential to 
preserve the teeth. 

If extraction of one or more teeth 
becomes necessary in the judgment 
of a competent ‘dentist—not the bar- 
gain counter dentist, but one your 
physician can recommend—then the 
mother to be should by all means 
have the teeth extracted, with the 
aid of local or general anaethetic, 
as her physician may advise. Let 
her turn a deaf ear to the gratui- 
tously expressed dangers of this pro- 
for there are no dangers 
except in the imagination of igno- 
rant, superstitious old women of 
both sexes. The dangers are jus® 
as great as is the danger of wa k- 
ing past a house where some one 
is ill of smallpox or diphtheria—a 
danger imagined only by uneducat- 
ed persons. 


It is for the expectant mother’s 
own welfare, as well as that of her 


child, that she should never neglect 
any cavities in her teeth through 
the period of expectancy. 


Mrs. K. was more than a mother, 
she was an expectant mother. One 
day she had a toothache. Her doctor, 


who was fond of Mrs. K.’s little boy, 
happened along. He examined the 
tooth, which was “uicerated’’—that 
is, there Was pent up pus at the 
root crying for evacuation. He urged 
immediate extraction—the safest 
treatment in svo-called ‘ulcerated 
tooth” always. Mrs. K. promised to 
gwo at once to her dentist. But a:ong 
came a neghborhood gossip who 
stood aghast at the very idea of 
having an ulcerated tooth pulled, 
and in Mrs. K.’s condition, of al] 
things. Wel}, the gossip frightened 
the unfortunate woman out of it. A 
K. developed 
sore “kernels” under the jaw. The 
gossip dropped in and prescribed 
poultices. Two days later Mrs. K 
went to bed. The infection, not be- 
ing drained by extraction of the 
tooth, had reached the pericardial 
sac in which the heart lies. Mrs. K. 
died. Would you say she died of 
neglected teeth or of saireygampe- 
mia?

By that later action Georgia, for 
instance, will have representation in 
the national republican convention 
from only four of the twelve dis- 
tricts. Following this the negro- 
controlled organization in Georgia 
was swept out of existence in a day 
by the national committee, work- 
ing under directions from the pres- 
ident, and a new white organiza- 
tion, composed of non-office seek- 
ing republicans, put in charge. The 
chairman of that new state organ- 
ization, J. L. Phillips, has been made 
Supreme referee as to state patron- 
age.

Senator Willis said: “The prest- 
dent’s ringing statement in de- 
fense of political and economic 
equality of individual opportunity 
with recognition of absolute diver- 
gence in things social and racial, is 
as courageous as it is true.” 

Stated Facts, Says Willis. 

“There is no use in anybody get- 
ting into a quarrel with facts,” he 
added. “The president has stated 
the facts; political critics may wish 
the facts were otherwise, but that 
does not change the situation. The 
country will applaud President 
Harding’s clearness of statement 
and patriotism of purpose.” 

“The president’s speech was un- 
fortunate,” said Senator Harrison, 
“but to have made it in the heart 
of the south, where, in some states, 
the negro population predominates, 
yas unfortunate in the extreme. 

Outcome of Theory.

Senator Watson, democrat, Geor-

“Tt is an unfortunate thing when 
the president of the United States 
accepts an invitation to speak in 
such southern states as Georgia 
and Alabama and finds it neces- 
sary to lecture their people about 
the treatment of the negro, said 
Senator Watson. “As the president 
is a native of Ohio, he cannot pos- 
sibly understand our situation in 
the soutn, where the population is 
almost equally white and black. 

“There is no such thing as eco- 
nomic discrimination against the 
blacks in the south. They get equal 
treatment from our merchants and 
from our bankers. They themselves 
have made no complaint of racial 
discrimination in economic matters. 

“Would President Harding be giad 
if his successor in the white house 
were to be a black man? Would 
the president like to see his cabi- 
net filled with negroes? 

“We white people of the south 
consider ourselves the legatees, the 
guardians and the defenders of a 
civilization slowly built up at tre- 
mendous sacrifices during thousands 
of vears of heroic effort. We mean 
to be true to our, trust. We are 
not going to permit any socila 
political equality of the kind the 
president advocates because we 
know that it would mean the de- 
struction of the civilization which 
our ancestors handéd down to us.

000 mail robbery Monday night with 
similar robberies in Toledo, Los An- 
geles and other cities. 

The possibility that the same band 
of. criminals might be at work all 
over the country was advanced atf- 
er Frank Haveranck, driver of the 
mail truck held up here, had been 
shown a police circular offering a 
$5,000 reward for arrest of five 
men who robbed Station C, in Los 
Angeles on September 10, Have- 
ranck declared that he recognized 
a picture of one of the five as that 
of a member of the trio who had 
robbed him at the pistol point. 

A flurry followed the arrival here 
of Postmaster-General Hays to take 
a personal hand in the investiga- 
tion. Assertion by Mr. Hays that 
robbers must be taught the mails 
were sacred, was accompanied by 
announcement from Chief Postal 
Inspector Simmons, also here from 
Washington, that the number of in- 
spectors assigned to the case had 
been increased to fifteen, with more 
to be added if necessary.

Suggests Chief Justice. 


Murray suggested that Chief Jus- 
tice Taft, of the supreme court, 
name an impartial administrator to 
enforce industrial peace in the 
West Virginia mine field, under the 
terms of an agreement drawn up 
by Senator Kenyon’s committee. He 
insisted that the agreemegt contain 
the following six fundamental prin- 
ciples: 

1—Guarantee of freedom of 
speech, freedom of assemDly and 
freedom of movement. 

2—The right of all workers to 
organize and bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing. 

3—The protection of mine work- 
ers against discrimination because 
of membership in the United Mine 
Workers of America or any other 
labor organization. 

4—The protection of unorganized 
workers against intimidation or 
coercion by members of the United 
Mine Workers of America or any 
other labor organization. 
5—The asSurance that democrat- 


fie institutions will not be subordi- 


nated to industrial contro] by: the 
practice of the coal operators in 
controlling deputy sheriffs and con- 
stables or by employing private 
guards instead of using the services 


of disinterested public officers. 


6—The assurance to these mine 
workers or strikers who were Origi- 


nally debarred from employment be- 
cause of membership in the United 
Mine Workers of America that they 
will be restored to their former oc- 
cupations. 

Official Transcript. 

Following is .from_ the 
transcript of the proceedings: 

“I want to make this formal sug- 
gestion: That the committee request 
these gentlemen to remain here, 
and if the chairman will be good 
enough to take it up with this com- 
mittee, to see if the suggestions 
made by Mr. Murray for settlement 
of this controversy cannot be 
adopted through the co-operation of 
those gentlemen and the committee 
and the United Mine Workers of 
America, and if they do not sée fit 
to take Mr. Murray’s suggestions, 
that then they make such sugges- 
tions to the committee as they 
think will compose the difficulty and 
in the absence of such suggestions, 
that the committee, on behalf of the 
great public, who are suffering by 
this matter, make a suggestion to 
both sides which the committee be- 
lieves will be fair.” 

Mr. Vinson: “The committee 
knows our attitude. We will not 
have anything whatever to do un- 
der any circumstances with the 
United Mine Workers of America or 
their representatives. We have de- 
clared our purpose and declared our 
policy and I see no reason to re- 
state it.” 

Senator Kenyon: “The statement 
of Mr. Murray does not appeal to 
you in any way?” 

Position Unchangeable. 

Mr. Vinson: “In no way what- 
ever, nota particle. Senator, I will 
state here, if you will pardon me 
just for a moment. It is under- 
stood, or rather it ought to be un- 
derstood, and I think the commit- 
tee does understand it, that our po- 
sition is, and it is absolutely un- 
changeable, that we will have no 
dealings whatever with the United 
Mine Workers of America. They 
are not in our employ; we have 
no connection with them and will 
not under any circumstances meet 
them in consultation about the dif- 
ficulties down there. Now, with 
that absolute policy I see no rea-

that we shall recognize their union 
when we have so positively stated 
that under no circumstances’ will 
we do it, efther through this hon- 
orable committee, through the 
president of the United States or 
any other tribunal.” 

Mr. Walsh: “I just wanted to call 
the judge’s (Mr. Vinson’s), and the 
chairman's attention to the fact 
that Mr. Murray does not ask recog- 
nition of the union, or any dealings 
with the union. The suggestion Mr. 
Murray has made is in the record.” 

Mr. Vinson: “We have no settle- 
ment to make and no conference and 
nothing but a controversy with a 
lot of outsiders. We stand abso- 
lutely upon our rights as citizens, 
as protected under the constitution 
and laws of this country as we 
understand them.” 


GRADUATED PROFITS 


TAKS RECTED 


Washington, October 27, — The 
graduated tax amendment sponsored 
by Senator Jones, of New Mexico, 
providing for qa graduated tax on 
the undistributed profits of corpo- 
rations, was defeated in the senate, 
Thursday, by a vote of 45 to 24. 

The amendment was offered as 
a substitute in the tax bill provid- 
ing for a flat 15 per tent tax. Ac- 
cording to the JoneS amendment a 
tax of 8 per cent was proposed on 
the first 10 per cent of undistribut- 
ed income, and increases of 8 per 
cent for each succeeding 10 per 
cent with a maximum at 56 per cent 
on all incomes over 60 per cent. 
Corporations would not pay a tax 
On income distributed to stockhold- 
ers, under the amendment. 

Had the amendment been adopted, 
Senator Jones said he would have 
offered other amendments proposing 
that dividends issued by corpora- 
tions would be taxable in the hands 
of the stockholders under the exist- 
ing normal and surtax income rates 
and that script dividends issued by 
corporations would also be taxable 
in the hands of stockholders.

1921 to be 6,427,700 bales. ~

Mr. Wannamaker also presented 
eStimates of the supplies of raw 
colton in this country and a forecast 
of consumption by the miiis of the 
world for the cotton season begin- 
ane Seem 1, 1921, and ending July 
_ Uniaed States stocks of tenderable 
carry-over was estimated as of Au- 
gust 1, 1921 at 5,113,491 bales. The 
eStimated consumption, American 
and Canadian, to August 1, 1922, was 
placed at 5,500,000 bales, while the 
eStimated demand for exports to the 
Same date was. given as 6,500,0Uv, 
making a total estimated consump- 
tion of 12,000,000, or a deficiency in 
supplies of 498,809 bales. 

“It is unanimously agreed by 
economists,” Mr. Wannameker con- 
tinued, “that it is necessary to have 
On hand at the close of ‘the cotton 
year on July. 31, at teasf 3,000,000 
bales of American cotton to supply 
the needs until the cotton from the 
growing crop can reach the spindles, 
So that the apparent shortage wil] 
be more marked than it appears 
from figures given. 

“The cotton mill consumption in 
the Untted States for the month of 
September just passed, amounted to 
485,000 bales, or.at the rate of 5,- 
829,000 bales a year. The exports 
for September were at the rate of 
6,276,000 bales per annum, making a 
total domestic consumption and ex- 
ports exceeding 12,000,000 bales. Our 
forecast of consumption for th: 
twelve months ending July 31, 1922 
based upon the above facts, is 
therefore, conservative, as consump 
tion is increasing instead of dimin 
ishing. As another evidence of this 
fact, the exports of American cotton 
for the second week in October 
amounted to 244,000 bales, or at the 
rate of over 12,600,000 bales per an- 
num for exports alone. If this rate 
of exports should continue for six 
and a half months, the entire pro- 
duction of 1921 would be _ shipped 
abroad to foreign spinners, leaving 
only the stocks brought over from 
the 1920 crop to supply our domes- 
tic mills. 

“The world production of cotton in 
1921, at present, is estimated to be 
under 11,000,000 bales, against a 
normal production of 20,000,000 
bales. The American and Egyptian 
crops will not exceed 50 per cent of 
the 1920,production. This tremen- 
dous shortage cannot be supplied by 
the estimated carry-over of cotton 
throughout the world. Either there 
must be an enforced restriction in 
spindle operation during the next 
ten months, or the supplies of spin- 
nable cotton will be practically ex- 
hausted by July 31, 1922. 

“The 1921 cotton crop, based upon 
present estimates, indicaees’ the 
shortest yield of anv crop in thirty- 
five years. This is due to reduc- 
tion of practically 30 per cent in 
the cotton acreage planted this year 
as cOmpared with the 1920 acreage: 
the non-use of high grade commer: 
cial fertilizers; the widespread de- 
struction by the cotton boll weevil: 
and adverse climatic conditions in 
all sections of the cotton belt.”

And Big Emma Has Arrived 


Don’t let us ever refer to her as 
Little Emma Bunting again. For 
Emma Bunting, without adding 
inches to her stature, has become a 
big woman. She has done it by 
abandoning practically all those lit- 
tle tricks and idiosyncrasies that 
gave her a fleeting popularity and 
then possibly kept her from reach- 
ing heights. cat that she has aban- 
doned them she has scaled the 
heights. 

She appeared before an Atlanta 
audience at the Atlanta theater last 
night in Zona Gale’s “Miss Lula 
Bett.” The audience thought they 
knew every trick she had in the 
bag. Before her performance had 
proceeded an act, the audience real- 
ized that there was a new woman 
working before them and this new 
woman was the giddy little per- 
sonality they had once known trans- 
formed into a compelling, finished 
artist. And there was no deplor- 
ing the passing of Little Emma in 
the hailing of this new Miss Bunt- 
ing to whom tribute was paid. 

She has a fine vehicle. So much 
has been written of “Miss Lula 
Bett” that it is hardly necessary 
to enter into any discussion of this 
dramatic dissection of American 
home life. It is realism plainly 
and honestly presented, but it is 
not the noxious realism of “Main 
Street.” It is the wholesome, genial, 
laugh-giving, 
realism of Charles Dickens. 

It is hard to believe that Zona 
Gale did not have “Peckaniff’’ in 
mind when “Dwight Herbert Dea- 
con” was drawn, and it is barely 
possible then when “Mrs. Bett” was 
conceived visions of “Mrs. Nickle- 
by” and “Old Lady Wardle” were 
flitting through the author’s mind. 
But -+no greater praises could be 


thought-compelling }- 


paid the author than to say that 
these characters were given a twen- 
tieth century setting and twentieth 
century lines and made as vivid 
and living as the creatures of the 
Gads Hill master. 

And it is just as fine a tribute 
to the players to remark that they 
played those parts so effectively 
that we in the audience couldn't 
realize that an author had been at 
work. 

Miss Bunting has every chance to 
over-act in the many-sided charac- 
ter she handles, but she handles 
“Lula Bett’s’” comedy deliciously, 
she takes her through the emotion- 
al moments convincingly, without 
ever letting you lose sight of her 
lighter side, and her satire and 
philosophy is handled with a keen 
regard to both the whimsical and 
emotional “Lulu.” Withal, I be- 
lieve, that she has added consider- 
ably to her charm. 

The nature of the cast requires 
that every single member be a 
character actor of merit. Every 
member of the company was all of 
that, but always the work of Daisy 
Remington Hines as “Mrs. Bett” 
will stand out as one of the bright- 
est bits of stagecraft ever seen in 
Atlanta. and I’m not so sure that 
Robert. W. Smiley’s “Deacon” wasn’t 
just as splendid and in a more 
thankless part. 

Ella Houghton did a child part, a 
thing so easy to botch in a way, 
that never grated and always 
pleased. 

In short, a splendid comedy, clean, 
wholesome and stirring, is presented 
in charming and finished style. It’s 
an attraction that shoula not be 
missed. It’s a pity that it remains 
at the Atlanta. but for the rest of 
this week.
